PLAGUE AND FAMINE 
W O O D M E N IN TROUBLE. 


IN THE NORTHWEST 


With Senator Morgan In Charge, 
Its 
Advocates Are Very Hopeful of Its 
Passage — No Bills of Great N a­ 
tional Importance On the House 
Calendar. 


Washington, Jan. IS.—The friends of 
the Nicaragua canal bill expect it to 
be taken up early in the week, and 
that it will retain its place at the head 
of the calendar until disposed of. The 
bill will lead to considerable debate be­ 
fore voted on, but its advocates are 
very hopeful of its passage. Senator 
Morgan will have charge of the meas­ 
ure in the senate and will try to reach 
a vote before the end of the week. His 
success in that undertaking v ll de­ 
pend upon 
whether there are many 
senators who desire to be heard on tho 
bill. So far very few have indicated 
an intention to speak. 
Senator Perkins will make an effort, 
if opportunity favors, to get up the 
bill for a non-partisan labor commis­ 
sion, and in this he likely will be an­ 
tagonized by Senator Frye with the 
Hawaiian cable bill. 
Senator Chandler will introduce the 
caucus committee bill for an interna­ 
tional monetary conference today, and 
will ask to have it voted upon Tuesday 
without going through a committee. So 
far Senator Pettigrew is the only mem­ 
ber of the senate who has announced 
an intention to oppose the bill by vote, 
though it is expected 
that 
others, 
while giving it no effective opposi­ 
tion, will take the position that noth­ 
ing can be accomplished by interna­ 
tional action. Mr. Pettigrew will make 
a speech against the bill, taking the 
position that to seek an international 
agreement 
amounts tq making this 
country a suppliant of Great Britain, 
which is, he says, the chief beneficiary 
of the present system. 
The coming week in the house is 
likely to be uneventful. There are no 
bills of great national importance on 
the house calendar which are to be de­ 
bated unless the supporters of the Nica­ 
ragua canal project should succeed in 
persuading the committee on rules to 
assign them one or more days for con­ 
sideration of that measure.

ing in cases. 
Others are packing it 
loosely incase at p esent, expecting to 
pack later. 
Others, again, are bulk­ 
ing heir tobacco in a warm room for 
a week or so, when it is shaken out 
and packed. Still others pick directly 
into cases, the old fashioned way, pre­ 
ferring to take their cnances rather 
than handle the tobacco over again 
Tncse who practic'd bundling or lay­ 
ing loosely in casL't last season found 
no damage i i their packings, but the 
’95 tobacco damaged very slightly un­ 
de'* any circumstances, so the experi­ 
ment was hardly a fair test. 
The 
present 
crop grew under such favora­ 
ble c r c umstsncei, aud is coming to 
the packing houses in such exception­ 
ally good condition, 
maay packers 
conclude it ought to go through the 
sweat in sound condition.

General Effect, However, Will Be 
to 
Raise the Standard and Keep Poor 
Combinations Out of the Business— 
Cannot “ Pirate ’ a Copyrighted Play 


— Penalties Are Heavy. 
Tho new copyright law punched a 
bole in the Columbia Comedy Com­ 
pany’s season. 
When the company 
was here a few weeks ago the opera 
house was crowded every night. Such 
attractions as “The Black Flag,”**The 
Stowaway,” “ Siberia,”’ ‘‘ The Ensign,” 
and ether standard melodramas were 
on the bill; and the chance to hear 
these pieces at IO, 20 and HO cents, 
was too good to be missed. 
Several cf these pieces were copy­ 
righted pieces, but the copyright law 
being very vaguely drawn, it amount­ 
ed to little more than a form. 
Managers all over the country felt 
perfectly free to use any piece they 
saw fit. 
The “ pirating” began with 
cheaper companies, but the more repu­ 
table managers had to engage in it in 
6el( defense; to refrain might mean 
the wrecking of their season. 
Copy­ 
righted pieces 
which were 
in the 
height of their season in the big cities 
were therefore to be seen every “ wa­ 
ter tank town,” played I y a “ ten cent 
company.” 
>ew Law Maker D iffe r e n c e 
Within the last month however, all 
this has been changed. 
The 
copy­ 
right law for which Augustin Daly bas 
been working, passed 
three weeks 
ago. 
Ten days ago it received the 
president’s signature and went into 
effect. 
It imposes a penalty of $100 
for the first unauthorized production 
of a copyrighted play and an increas­ 
ing penalty for eaoh succeeding pro­ 
duction. 
In other 
words it makes 
“ pirating” actionable under criminal 
instead of civil statutes. 
The managers of IO, 20 and 30 cent 
shows were quick to see the bearing 
of this law and lost no time in drop­ 
ping copyrighted 
plays from their 
repertoires. 
The only substitute was 
the standard yellow 
back 
dramas 
hallowed by 
years of use. 
A great 
many of the other melodramas are 
published in book form without copy­ 
right protection and go under the 
generic name of “ yellow backs’ when 
mentioned by the “ profeeh.” 
They 
are full of good meat but frequent re­ 
production has 
deprived 
them 
of 
drawing power. 


W ill E le v a te T h e S ta n d a r d . 
“ It’s no use, we can’t tnaka the gam 
stand up,” said a member of the 
Newell company Sunday, 
when the 
prospects were being discussed in de­ 
tail. 
“ Every company will be obliged to 
buy the light to three or ftur good 
copyrights! pieces, these back L u m ­ 
b e r s won’t fill the h o u s e . ” 
“ How much do the rights cost on an 
ordinary copyright piece?” a* ked a re­ 
porter. 
“ About 95 a night, and this $30 a 
week will be just enough of a margin 
to drive a lot of the cheaper shows out 
of the business. 
“ They have been lucky heretofore 
if they could count on 130 as a profit. 
As a matter of fact the copyright law 
will be a good thing for managers, it 
will drive out of the business the irres­ 
ponsible youth who figures that $20 
will get his company into the first 
town, and as soon as be gets his $20 
he can afford t i embark in the bu i- 
nees. 
It will put a better grade of 
companies before the public, and w;ll 
justify managers in spending more 
money in stagi g their pieces. 
There 
is no use in trying to economize by 
depending on the ‘yellowbacks.’”
